“Enlarge the place of thy tent, 
and let them stretch forth the 
curtains of thine habitations; 
spare not, lengthen thy cords, 
and strenghten thy stakes.’”’ Isa, 
§4:2.° This glowing chapter is a 
magnificent example of prophetic 
faith. The children of Israel had

pose? Oh, we should rejoice at 
the thought that we are serving 
such a great God. 


Kingdoms rise to.their heights, 


of glory and then are extin- 
guished; gods are formed and 
engraven of wood and stone and 
then are wrecked and consigned 
to the junk yard, but our God 
rules and reigns forever. Sure- 
ly we should expect great things 
from Him. :

gathering thick and fast, what 
we do must be done at once! 
This isn’t the time to argue on 
questions that are of no profit 
and to quibble over little things. 
We should at once arise from our 
childish play and lay aside our 
pettish toys, and go ont and 
face the world like heroes. Be 
men and women for God, and 
expect great things from a great 
God. 

We should not be content with 
what we have and what we are 
doing when by far the greater 
portion of the world remains un- 
touched by this glorious gospel. 
Too many of us are content to 
trod the well beaten paths where 
our work’is already established. 
Too many love to linger with 
their old acquaintances and the 
church of their childhood. . The 
time has. come that another 
pioneer movément should be 
inaugrated for the extention of 
the one of recent years. We

out into new fields that hitherto 
have been untouched, where we 
will find as good. material for 
this building as we have already 
been ablé 'to obtain. 2 


Our Home Mission’ interest 
should take on new strength and 
{new proportion and sufficient 
[means should be supplied to 
send workers into new terri- 
tories. Comparatively little in- 
terest is shown in Home Mission 
work. An _ extention depart- 
ment should be inaugurated. in 
the church and made active im- 
mediately that would greatly 
broaden the field of our activity 
that thousands may be added to 
our number in the_near future. 





We are representing a great 
cause.and are servants of .a 
great God, therefore, we should 
attempt great things for Him. 
When we begin to think of , the 
many great things that should 
be done they are almost too 
numerous to mention. When 
our minds begin to explore the 
fields of possibilities for the 
Church of God, we find that they 
extend to the ends of the earth. 
Then when we pause and look at 
ourselves and see that we have 
hardly made a clever beginning, 
we should all goon our faces 
before God with tears and earn- 
est pleadings that He would 
baptize us with that missionary 
spirit that cannot or will not rest 
until it explores the regions be- 
yond. There are _ multiplied 
thousands of blood washed 
saints scattered over the world 
that know but little, or nothing 
about the Chureh of God. If God 
has revealed and opened up _ to 
us these wondérful truths that 
we hold dear and they are good 
for us, they are good for others 
who are serving the same Christ 
that we are. 


“Lengthen thy cords and 
strengthen thy stakes.” To 
lengthen the cords is the. ex- 
tension of our area of useful- 
ness in the Church of God and in 
the world and the establishment 
of it beyond our present borders. 
To strengthen. the stakes is -to 
drive the tent pegs. Weare re- 
minded of-raising the tent and 
driving down the pegs in a sandy 
country. When the storms and 
rains came and beat on the tent 
the pegs pulled up, the tent fell 
and trouble was on. In other 
Places where the pegs could be 
driven down in the ‘crevices of 
the rock and the storms came 
the old tent would remain 
standing and would be un- 
injured. This is a gentle remind- 
er that we should not only be 
firmly established in the Lord as 
individuals, but that the Church 
should be well and firmly es- 
tablished in an organized way 
and its every interest safe- 
guarded and protected and that 
the very best and safest means 
should be employed to carry, on 
its work and fulfill its mission in 
the world. 


Iam persuaded that we can 
be so permanently fixed and so

An earnest effort 
should be made at the earliest 
date possible to make all neces- 
sary improvements and great 
preparation for enlarging the 
field of our activity. To do this 
anew day willdawn on the 
Church of God, new inspiration 
will take possession of every one 


of her loyal ministers and a new

Paul’s cry was, “That I may 
know him, and the power of His 
resurrection.” Again we hear 
him say, “I- press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 
Paul knew Him as his Saviour 
but there was a deeper knowl- 
edge that he wanted of Him and 
he knew the only way to get 
there was to press his way into it. 
Then shall we know if we follow 
on to know. 
Him as our Saviour, sanctifier 
and baptizer but there are some 
more things God wants us “to 
know and we can only find them 
by following on to know, Jesus 
said, ‘Take my yoke upon you 
and learn of me.” He had just 
been speaking of rest and tells 
them to take His yoke upon them 
and then they would learn, learn 
what?

The animal laboring under 
the yoke learns things that 
could not be. learned: otherwise.

The 
fact is, God has permitted it to’ 
come to develop us and to get 
us to where we can understand 
His ways better. A deep hunger- 
ing after God will cause us to 
cry out for God’s best though it 
may be obtained by suffering 
and self-denial. Abraham was 
called the friend of God and God 
said of him that he should be a 
blessing to others. But where 
did he gain his friendship? Was 
it not in standing true to God in 
the tests that came his way? 
God could reveal things to him 
that he could not. reveal to 
others, simply because he had a 


knowledge of God and God knew 
him.

To know God means 
to havé His love im-us and 
when we haye that we will not 
be idle but rather anxious to. do 
something for Him. Paul said, 
“The love of Christ constraineth 
me:” We don’t serve God be- 
cause we want to keep out of 


hell but rather because of the ~ 


love we have for Him. ‘ 


In order to insfruct others to 
seek God we must first have a 
real knowledge of Him our- 
selves.’ Water will -not rise 
higher than the fountain head. 
In order to be a blessing to oth- 
ers we must be blessed our- 
selves; to help others we must 
have help ourselves. The electric 
wires are no good unless they are 
connected with the power house. 
Jesus said, “Without me. ye can 
do nothing.” The branch sepa- 
rated from the vine cannot bear 
fruit.

“Oh that my head were wat- 
ers, and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, that I might weep day and 
night for the slain of the daugh- 
ter of my people.” I am sure it 
would. not hurt if we would all 
take an invoice and see: how 
much love we -have on hand.

“Humble yourselves under the 
mighty hand of God” The-writer 
heard a man of God once pray, 
“Take me and break me so I 
can bea blessing to others,” 
David prayed thus “Search me 
O God and try ME.” Pauls ad- 
monition to the Corinthians was, 
“examine yourselves.”

1 God Has Chosen Us to Be Holy. 
“Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings 
in heavenly places In Christ: Accord- 
ing as he hath chosen us in him be- 
fore the foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and without blame 
before him in love.” Eph. 1:3, 4. 


- 

Many people want to charge Paul 
with a sinning religion and an “O 
wretched man! experience” as re- 
vealed in Rom. 7, but Paul declares 
that he was in the flesh when he had 
that experience (Rom. 7:5) and that 
when he got to Christ Jesus and 
quit walking in the flesh he had no 
condemnation and gave as a reason 
for it, that the Spirit of life in Christ 
had freed him from his former -ex- 
perience. (Rom. 7:25; 8:1-4.) So we 
find Paul declaring that God had 
chosen us in Christ Jesus even before 
the world was made, that we should 
be holy and testified that he and the 
Ephesian brethren had been blessed 
with all spiritual blessings and that 
these blessings were equivalent to 
God’s choice for us that we should 
be holy and without blame, or in 
other words these blessings had 
brought them to an experience -of 
holiness commensurate with his 
choice. 


2. God Willis Our Sanctification. 


“For this is the will of God even 


your sanctification * * *. That every- 
one of you should know how to pos- 
sess his vessel in sanctification and 
honor.” 1 Thes. 4:3, 4. 


“Lo, I come to do thy will,-O God. 
He taketh away the first, that he may 
establish the second. By,.the which 
will we are sanctified through © the 
offering of the body of Christ once for 
all.” Heb. 10:9, 10. 


Here we have two empiatic state 
ments that God has willed us sanc- 
tification. Sometimes parties make 
wills that don’t stand a contest and 
those to whom the will is made can’t 
hold the property but when God makes 
@ will. to His children He stands back 
of it with all the resources of His 
dominion. The devil and his preach- 
ers have been trying to contest God’s 
will to His children for two thousand 
years but he has never been able to 
disposess a single soul who has tried 
to keep his inheritance. 1t has stood 
every legal contest that has ever been 
planned against it and I think every 
agency, and all the resources of earth 
and hell have been employed in an 
effort to break the will but, thank 
God, we still hold our possession and 
are able to shout the victory while 
our enemies go down in defeat. A few 
however have fooled away their in- 
heritance by trading it off for the 
world, pride, vain glory and frivolity. 


Twenty-seven years ago It took pos- 
session of my Father’s ‘will and settled 
down on my inheritance. I guess I 
have had a hundred or more come 
to me and try to prove that I did not 
Possess the thing, but when they got 
through I still had the blessing and 
could shout the victory in their face, 
kick the dust in the air and order 
them off my premises. Glory to God! 
I feel the thing all over me now. I 
am stretching out for more territory. 
He said I might have all I could get 
my feet on and I am taking the land. 
Glory! I'll have to leave this right 
here and get on to something else. 
3 Jesus Shed His Blood to Procure

“For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purifying of the flesh: How much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered him- 
self without spot to God, purge your 
conscience from dead works to serve 
the living God?” Heb. 9:13, 14. 


“For by one offering he hath per- 
fected forever them that are sancti- 
fied. Of how much sore punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy. 
who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he 
was sanctified, an unholy thing, and 
hath done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace.”. Heb. 10:14, 29. . j 


“Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 


own blood, suffered without the gate.’ 


Let us go forth therefore unto’ him 
without the camp, bearing his re- 
proach.” Heb. 13:12, 13. 


These Scriptures are clear and con- 
clusive and need no comment to the 
unprejudiced mind. The blood of the 
Jewish sacrifices were ceremonial and 
had no merit except as they pointed 
to Christ; and could not make the 
comers there unto perfect, but the 
bringing in of a better covenant did, 
being sealed by the blood of Christ 
which streamed from His side as He 
was dying on the cruel cross on Gol- 
gotha’s rugged brow just outside:the 
gates of Jerusalem. The former dealt 
only with the flesh, the latter deals 
with the conscience, purges, purifies, 
and sancifies it, so that there is. no 
more remembrance of sin. 


O come to the blood all ye who feel 
the guilt and defilement of sin in your 
conscience and get an application of 
the precious blood of Jesus which 
will sanctify you and fill your soul 
with joy unspeakable and full of glory. 
You get this by following Him outside 
the city and being williig to bear His 
reproach. It is a death route but 
when once you are dead to all the 
scoff and criticisms of this old world 
your heart will be so full of joy that 
you can really glory in tribulation and 





can return like the disciples to Je 
rusalem with great joy and enter into 
the upper room where you can praise 
and bless God till you receive the 
Holy Ghost. 

Sanctification and the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost are separate and dif- 
ferent experiences received at differ- 
ent places, obtained under different 
conditions, state of heart and mind, 
producing different effects, and given 
for different purposes. You go one way 
for sanctification, the other way for 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. You 
are sanctified outside the city and 
you are baptized with the Holy Ghost 
in the city. 

Paul said go out unto Jesus for 
sanctification and Jesus said, tarry in 
the eity for the Holy Ghost. Paul 
said as we approached Jesus for holi- 
ness we would be under the sting of 
reproach. The disciples returned to 
Jerusalem with great joy and were 
continually in the temple praising 
and blessing God. Sanctification de- 
thrones, kills, and buries the old man 
with his deeds. The baptism of the 
Holy Ghost enthrones Christ in the 
heart» and body, filling and thrilling 
every particle of our being. 

4. The Holy Ghost Witnesses to It. 

“For by one offering he hath per- 
fected for ever them that are sancti- 
fied, whereof the Holy Ghost also is 
a witness to us.” Heb. 10:14, 15. 

Just like the Spirit bears witness 
with. our spirits that we are _ the 
children of God, so the Holy Ghost 
witnesses to our sanctification. Twen- 
ty-seven years ago the seventeenth 
day of next August I obtained this wit- 
ness to my sanctification and I have 
it today. Thank God. 

5. God has Placed Himself on Oath 
That We Might Have It. = 

“The oath which he sware to our 
father Abraham, That he would grant 
unto us that we being delivered out 
of the hand of our enemies might 
serve him without fear, In holiness 
and righteousness before him, all the 
days of ou¥ life.” Luke 1:73-75. 


It is generally considered that a 
man on oath is supposed to tell the 
truth. “God. has placed Himself on 
oath that we might be holy. Some 
People have given themselves over to 
unbelief until they would not accept 
holiness, even though God would con- 
firm it with an oath. In this Scrip- 
ture God has sworn that we could 
have the blessing and live it all the 
days of our life, that is as long as I 
expect to live. 


6. Every Preacher is Obligated to 
Preach it. 


“And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers; For 
the perfecting of.the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ: Till we all 
come in the unity of the faith, and of 
the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the measure 
of the stature of the fullness of Christ; 
That we henceforth be no more chil- 
dren, tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine.” 
Eph. 4:11-14, 

We see by this Scripture that every 
Preacher whether he is an apostle, 
prophet, evangelist, pastor or teacher, 
is commissioned by Jesus Christ to 
preach and teach holiness till every 
member of the body of Christ reach- 
es perfection, even to the measure of 
the stature of the fullness of Christ. 
He did not say that we could reach 
the fulness of the stature, but the 
stature of he fullness of. Christ. A 
small cup will not hold as much as 
a large cup, but it can be as full. 
Our capacity will never be as large as 
that of Christ but it can be filled with 
all the fullness of God. 


7. The Preacher’s Bible is Given for 
the Promotion of Holiness. 

“All Scripture is. given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness; that. the 
man of God may be perfect, throughly 
furnished unto all good works.” 1 
Tim. 3:15-17, 


In the light of these Scriptures how 
does a preacher look who is obligated 
to preach holiness and get his people 
perfected going to. his appointment 
with a Holy Bible under his arm 
to ‘ridicule and fight holiness. He 
ought to burn his Bible and get 
Something else to preach from 
or go home and quit. He ig going 
to face an awful record some day 
when the multitudes he has sent to the 

ent all covered with guilt and 
sin because he taught them they could 
not live holy here. God pity the poor 
ignorant or deluded man who will 
take such a risk. 
8 God Has Commanded His People 
to Be Holy. 


“I am the Lord your God; ye shall 
thnrefore sanctify yourselves, and ye 
shall be holy; for I am holy. * * * 
For I am the Lord that bringeth you 
up out of the land of Egypt, to be 
your God; ye shall therefore be holy.” 
Lev. 11:44, 45. 


“But, as he which hath called you 
is holy, so be ye holy in all manner 
of conversation; Because it is written, 
be ye holy for I am holy.” 1 Pet. 
1:15, 16. 

We see by these Scriptures that 
under both the law and grace we are 
commanded to be holy. Under the law 
it pertained only to the flesh and was 
purely ceremonial throtigh the ob- 
servance of ordinances which only 
had merit as they pointed to, and 
typified Christ. We were ceremonial- 
ly holy under grace. It comes through 
Christ and is obtained by faith. 
Brother, both the Old and. New Tes- 


taments command holiness and you 
know the results of not keeping the 
commandments of God. John says, 
“He that saith, I know him, and keep- 
éth not his commandments, is a liar, 
and the truth is not in him.” 1 John 
2:4. 

Jesus said, “He that hath my com 
mandments, and keepeth them, he it 
is that loveth me. * * * If a man love 
me he will keep my words * * * He 
fnat loveth me not keepeth not my 
sayings. If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye shall abide in my love." 
John 14:21, 23, 24; 15:10. 

Jesus comissioned His disciples to 
preach the Gospel to every creature, 
teaching them to observe all- things 
whatsoever He had commanded them. 
He has commanded us to be holy. 
Are you making any effort to obtain 
the blessings? 


9. The Holy Spirit Stands Ready to 
Apply the Blood. 


" hath from the beginning 
Peon, you to salvation through sanc- 
tification of the spirit and belief of 
the truth.” 2 Thes. 2:13. 

Jesus declared He was the truth 
and that the truth would make people 
free. Paul. said through sanctification 
of thé Spirit and belief of the truth. 
Now as we are sanctified by faith in 
Jesus (Acts 26:18.) we, therefore, 
conclude that the blood of Christ is 
the meritorious cause and the part 
that the Spirit plays in our sancti- 
fication is that of an executive. He 
applies the blood when we believe 
the blood will cleanse. Paul is cor 
roborated by Peter, in 1 Pet. 1:2.“Elect 
according to the foreknowledge of 
God the Father, Through sanctifica- 
tion of the Spirit, unto obedience and 
sprinkling of the blgod of Jesus 
Christ.” . 


This makes it a little plainer . by 
mentioning the blood as the merito- 
rious cause while the spirit sprinkles 
the blood on the- soul. 

Having considered the above Scrip- 
tures, we will now consider Rom. 
15:16. “That I should be the minis- 
ter of Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, 
ministering the gospel of God, that 
the offering up of the Gentiles might 
be acceptable, being sanctified by the 
Holy Ghost.” This Scripture is some- 
what obscure in its teaching on sanc- 
tification when taken alone, but when 
considered along side with the pas- 
sages in 1 Thessalonians and 
1 Peter it forms a beautiful link 
in the chain of evidence. The merit 
of holiness is in the blood and the 
Holy Spirit is only the officiating 
agency. 

I note that Paul says that he was 
the miniser of Jesus Christ, minister- 
ing the gospel of God. He was evi- 
dently preaching the blood to sanc- 
tify and the part that the Spirit per- 
formed was the same as the other 
Scriptures refered to. I will explain 
by an illustration. 


The laundryman takes your clothes, 
applies soap and water and soon the 
dirt is all out, leaving the garments 
perfectly clean. The soap and water 
is the meritorious cause, while the 
laundryman is the officiating agency. 
Who was the garments washed by? 
There is only one answer, the laundry- 
man. How did he wash them? The 
answer is, by applying the soap and 
water. Now, let us make the appli- 
cation. Who sancifies us? We are 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost. How 
did he do it? By applying the blood, 
because the blood of Jesus was shed 
to sanctify. (Heb. 13:12). Yes, the 
Holy Ghost stands ready to apply 
the shed blood which is the only 
meritorious cause given in the Bible 
for our holiness. Come to the blood and 
the Spirit will make the application 
which will make you free. 


10. Jesus and Paul Prayed that the 
Disciples and Thessalonians 


Might Be Sanctified. 


In John 17 we have a wonderful 
prayer on record that Jesus prayed 
for His disciples and all believers 
that they might be sanctified. They 
had eternal life. (Verses 2, 3, 7, 8.) 
He was not praying for the world, 
(sinners). (Verse 9). Jesus had kept 
them and prayed that the Father 
would continue to keep them: (Verses 
11, 12, 15.) They were not of the 
world even as He was not of the 
world. (Verses 14, 15.) He prayed 
for them to be sanctified. (Verses 17, 
19). “Sanctify them through thy 
truth, thy word is truth, And for 
their sakes I sanctify myself, that 
they also might be _ sanctified 
through the truth.” He not only 
prayed that the disciples might be 
sancified, but he prayed that all be 
lievers might.be sanctified.” (Verse 


20.) B er, if the disciples who 
were such separste and 
consecrated lives needed to be 


sanctified you and I surely do need 
it, and since He has prayed that we 
might have it surely we ought to feel 
the importance of obtaining the 
blessing. 


“The brethren at Thessalonica had 
a good experience. (See 1 Thes. 1.) 
They were in God the Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ: (v. 1.) They had 
a work of faith and labor of love. 
(v. 4.) They had received the word in 
assurance and power. (v. 5.) They 
became followers of Paul and the 
Lord and received the word with joy 
in the Holy Ghost. (v. 6.) They were 
ensamples to all the believers around 
them. (v. 7.) They sounded out the 
word of the Lord and their faith was 
commendable. (v. 8.) They had turned 
from idols to the service of God. (v. 
9.) They were looking for the second 
coming of Jesus. (v. 10.) .. 


In the face of all ‘thedé, commen- 
dable evidences of. a tian 
experience he had a great desire to 
see their face.

Though he 
was much joyed over their steadfast 
ness of faith. (v. 7, 9.) he at 
began to pray night and day, that 
might see their face and perfect that 
which was lacking in their faith. (v 
10.) Paul, why are you so muc 
cerned about their faith? that is the 
very thing you were so overjoyed 
about. You say you want their faith 
perfected. What is lacking in their 
faith? Listen at the answer, “To the 
end he may establish ‘your hearts 
unblamable in holiness.” (v. -13.) 
“For this is the will of God even your 
sanctification.” (Ch. 4:3.) “That ev- 
ery one of you should know how to 
possess his vessel in sanctification 
and honor.” (v. 4.)—“For God -hath 
not called us unto uncleaness but unto 
holiness.” (v. 7.) “And the very God 
of peace sanctify you wholly; and I 
pray God your whole Spirit and soul 
and body be preserved blameless un- 
to the coming ‘of our ‘Lord Jesus 
Christ. Faithful is he that calleth 
you who will also do it.” (Ch. 6:23, 
24.) Do what? Sanctify you willy 
of course for that is what he is pray- 
ing for. If they with their high stan- 
dard of living needed to be sanctified, 
Why not you and I? 


11. Some in the Early Church Had 
the Blessing-,

“Paul called to be an apostle of 
Jesus Christ through the will of God 
and Sosthenes our brother, unto the 
church of God which is at Corinth, to 
them that are sanctified in Christ Je- 
sus, called to be saints.” 1 Cor. 1:1, 2. 

“Jude, the servant of Jesus Christ, 
and brother of James, to them that 
are sanctified by God the Father, and 
preserved in Jesus Christ, and called.” 

These Scriptures need no comment. 
Common sense teaches us that Paul 
and Jude were addressing their let- 
ters to people right down here in this 
world. If the church was sanctified 
then, why not be sanctified now? 
You Can’t Get To Heaven Without It. 

“Follow peace wrtn all men, and 
holiness without which no man shal} 
see the Lord.” Heb. 12:14. 

Jesus said, “Blessed are the pure 
in heart for they shall see God” 
Matt. 5:8. John the Revelator said, 
“Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection: on such 
the second death hath no power” 
Rev. 20:6. 

Brother, do you want to see the 
Lord? Do you want to escape the 
second death which is an existenee 
in the lake of fire (Rev. 20:14)? 

Then get sanctified.

WHEN I WAS A CHILD

“When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a child: but when I -be 
came aman, I put away childish 
things.” 1 Cor. 13:11. 

The children were all at play. Sallie 
had her dolls; Susie had the little 
broom; Jimmie hadhis hammer and 
Johnie had the wagon. Jimmie said, 
“Let me tell you what we will play. 
Every one listen. I’ll be-the carpenter; 
Johnie will be the drayman; Susie will 
be the housekeeper and Sallie will be 
the cook.” Everything was arranged 
to represent each one in their respect- 
ive places. Johnie was off for a load 
with his wagon; Jimmie was prepar- 
ing to build; Sallie was playing with 
her dolls and Susie was sweeping. 
Everything went well until Jimmie 
pounded his finger with the hammer. 
He at once prefered to be the dray- 
man so he ran down to where Johnie 
was loading his wagon with small 
stones and told him that he was not 
going to be carpenter and he wanted 
to,\be drayman. Johnie ‘said, no, that 
that wasn’t the way they were to play. 
The result was a misunderstanding 
and Jimmie said he wasn’t-going to 
play-if he couldn’t be the drayman. 
inthe meantime while Sallie and 
Susie had trouble over their work. 
Sallie threw her dolls away and said 
she wasn’t going to play. A few 
minutes passed WY. By that time 
Jimmie had time for thought.- He 
called them together and soon they 
had started a new game—all in good 
&tihding. This is a word picture of 
child’s: play. : 

Child life is that of constant de 
velopment and maturity, if the sub- 
jects are in good health. 


There is a vast contract in the con- 
duct of children and that of.men. Most 
children are very changeable in their 
thoughts and in what they do. But 
men are supposed to be more thought- 
ful and not so changeable in their de- 
liberations. 

in the above text the apustle Paul 
mam@és the three main or supreme 
faculties that demonstrate the dispo- 
sition, or the character of the person: 
talking, thinking and understanding. 
Paul plainly states that when he was 
a child he talked, thought and under 
stood as a child but when he became 
@ man he did not have childish ways. It 
may be well for us as Christians to 
look into this and profit by what we 
may learn. We will notice each part 
of the text separately. 


SPAKE AS A CHILD 


Speech is the faculty of uttering 
articulate sounds or words; the ex- 
pression of thought in words. *To 
speak asa child would be to-talk child 
talk, in other words, it expresses the 
thought in a childish way. It is very 
applicable to compare the child of God 
to little children. Children have to 
learn to talk and some children are 
very slow to talk, that is, to talk plain- 
ly. No sane person expects little chil- 
dren to talk as grown-ups but it is nat- 
ural as the child grows and develops, 
that it becomes apt to articulate well | 
and plain and when it doesn’t there is 
a cause for it. Some talk at an earlier 
age than others, while some never talk 
plain. 


In 1 Cor. 3:1 we read, ‘And I, 
brethren, could not speak unto you 
as Unto spiritual, but as unto carnal, 
even as unto babes in Christ. For while 
one saith, I am of Paul; and another, 
I am of Apollos; are ye not carnal.” 
The apostle classed these brethren as 
babes. One reason Paul had for class- 
ing them this way was by the way 
they talked. It was not so wrong for 
them to have their preferences as to 
their pastor or preacher but it was 
like babies to talk it among  them- 
selves. I have noticed little children 
that had toys alike but by each one 
expressing the quality and beauty 
of his toy—confusion and hard feelings 
existed among them. 


Paul and Apollos were good men 
and both were good preachers. 
It is very childish and a sign of 
carnality (the old man) for a member 
of the Church of God to pull back and 
say, “Brother So and So is my preach- 
er.” It is all right if you have your 
preference in persons but not to an 
extent to hinder you from working 
with any one else that is right. 

We are sometimes judged by how 
we talk. Paul said when he became 
aman he put away childish - things, 
that is, he quit talking childish talk. 


UNDERSTOOD AS A CHILD 


Understanding is the rational facu- 
ties; intellect, wisdom, skill, ete. 

As a general rule children do not 
have much wisdom. They are some 
what intelligent but not as much so 
as men. The prophet Hosea said, “My 
people are destroyed for lack of knowl- 
edge.” Successful Christians are those 
that acquire knowledge, especially of 
“God’s Word. This can be obtained by 
a constant performance of ‘every 
Christian duty which includes prayer, 
the study of the Word and attending 
‘Sunday scliool, preaching services, 
prayer meeting, etc. If the understand- 
ing is darkened there is a cause for. 
it. ee 

“This I say therefore, and testify 
*< the Lord that ye henceforth walk 


vanity of their mind, Having the un- 
derstanding darkened, being alienated 
from the life of God through. the 
ignorance that is in them, because of 
— blindness of their - heart.” Eph. 

718. , 


“Brethren, be not children in under- 
standing: howbeit in malice be ye 
children, but in understanding be 
men.’ 1 Cor. 14:20. 


The inference in the above quotation 
is that good understanding will greatly 
aid in eradicating malice. Malice is 
evil intention to injure others and 
thus, in many cases, is brought about 
by a misunderstanding. 

I am persuaded to believe that if the 
Christian people would seek to under- 
stand one another better there would 
not be so many divisions among us. We 
are forced to admit that there is room 
for great improvement along these 
lines. 


Paul said when he was a child he un- 
derstood as a child but when he be 
came a man his understanding was 
better. He had wisdom and _intelli- 
gence. 


- THOUGHT AS A CHILD 


Thought, the act of thinking; that 
which the mind ‘thinks; meditation; 
study; care or anxiety. 


The mind is the controlling faculty 
6f the body to a great extent. The 
action of a person demonstrates the 
thought of the heart. Children are 
changeable and notional, doing things 
without meditation, many ‘times to 
their own hurt and sorrow. This has 
often been the case with many of God’s 
children. They fail to guard their 
thoughts and premeditate their  ac- 
tions, 


Martin Luther, one of the great men 
of the reformation, during his trial at 
the City of Worms in 1521, when 
asked if he would retreat, or take back 
all that were written in his books, 
contrary to the church of ,Rome, he 
asked time for reflection which was 
granted him. The next day he came 
with the firm answer that he would re- 
tract nothing. 


Many times quick and harsh words 
are spoken, when, if the person would 
reflect some, he would speak different- 
ly. If our thoughts are properly 
guarded, our words and actions will 
be right.

BECAME A MAN 


Man is the title applied to a matured 
male of the human species. Some 
children grow up and mature at an 
earlier age than others but usually the 
age of twenty-one years is reached be- 
fore he is called a man. Spiritually 
speaking it should not require twenty- 
one years to become a man in Chirst. 
Some develop quicker spiritually than 
others. According to the meaning of 
our text we can most always know the 
men from the children. 


Sometimes children grow to be men 
in size and age but still retain their 
childish ways. When this is the case 
something is wrong with the child. 
This is also true with some Christians. 
They have had the experience long 
enough and have had ample appor- 
tunities to develop but they are yet 
babies. If things do not go to _ suit 
them they are like Jimmie they want 
to quit and not play at all. Such peo- 
ple are to be pitied and prayed for. 


had the experience as maturity ev- 
ery time. The fruit of our life, our 
conduct at home and abroad and 


our zeal for the cause of Christ 
is the proof of how much of 
a man in. Christ we are. It 


is our privilege to develop in our ex- 
perience. 


Children that are healthy and not de- 
formed at birth are perfect children 
physically but much exercise and care 
is required in order that they develop 
into manhood. A person, regardless 
of age, when saved from sin becomes 
@ child of God.. The baptism of the 
Holy Ghost is only an additional ex- 
perience for the child of God. At the 
experience of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost the child of God is perfect so 
far as his spiritual experience is con- 
cerned but he is not infallible then. 
The Holy Ghost is given for a guide 
and a Comforter. If He is given full 
control in the lives of the children of 
God, He will enable them to develop 
rapidly. The need for full grown men 
and women in the Lord is great. The 
time is here when we should “Watch 
ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you 
like men, be strong.” 1 Cor. 16:13. 


When I was a child I had childish 
ways. When I became a man I put 
away childish things. Are you a man, 
or are you to weak in the faith to stand 
and are sitting around waiting for 
some one to come and move you? Men 
are usually strong enough to stand 
alone but babies can’t stand without 
help. I,guess that is the reason for 
some people toppling over the baby 
walker.

“I exhort therefore, that, first of all, 
supplications, prayers, intercessions, 
and giving of thanks, be made for 
all men; For kings, and for all that 
are in authority; that we may lead a 
quiet and peaceable life in all god- 
liness and honesty.” 1 Tim. 2:1, 2. 

In the church we have -a noble 
place to fill. In the business affairs of 
the church we have about the same 
place to fill as we have in the state 
that is to keep silence. 

“Let your women keep silence in 
the churches: for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak; but they are 
commanded to be under obedience, 


,as also saith the law.” 1 Cor. 14:34. 


We find these words in 1 Tim. 2:11, 
12, “Let the women learn in 
silence with all subjection. But, I 
suffer not a woman to teach, nor to 
usurp authority over the man, but to 
be in silence.” : 


Some of us are so liberal with our 
advice we just will tell the men 
what is best for the Church even 
when they have not asked our advice 
(and they don’t need to ask our a@ 
vice) and we get awfully out of hu- 
mor if they do not do just as we ad- 
vise. 

Now, outside of the business affairs 
of the Church we have a place to 
fill. The gospel is to carry. God said 
He would pour out His Spirit upon 
us and we would prophesy. “And it 
shall come to. pass afterward, that 
I will pour out my spirit upon all 
flesh; and your sons and your daugh- 
ters shall prophesy, your old men 
shall dream dreams, your young men 
shall see visions: And also upon the 
servants and upon the hand-maids in 
those days will I pour out my spirit.” 
Joel 2:28, 29. 

He said we would prophesy, but that 
doesn’t mean to teach or have _ au- 
thority. Our place even in prophesy- 
ing is not as pastor and teacher but 
as telling what God can and has done 
for us. 


-Let the men do the pastoring, 
teaching and leading of the Church 
to victory while we pray for God to 
give them wisdom, knowledge and 
grace to do it.

the young women to be sober, to love 
their husbands, to love their children, 
ito be discreet, chaste , keepers at 
home, good, obedient to their own 
husband that the Word of God be 
not blasphemed.” 

Of course there are some women 
old and young who have no husband 
or home and have to work for a 
living. But if God has given 
you a husband and children it is a 
very good sign that He wants you to 
slay at home and care for them. We 
are to guide the home. Now, 
doesn’t mean to rule. 


To guide means to manage or di- 


rect.

The Story of a Mexican Colporteur

It happened in the year of our Lord 
1923. He lived in his own little home 
in a village in the mountains in south- 
ern Mexico, and he was killed by a 
mob of wild fanatics on the night of 
January 31st. A letter from a mission- 
ary in the same district says: “His 
activities had aroused the ire of the 
fanatics for some time, and his denun- 
ciation of the Romanists for having 
parades in the streets brought matters 
to a head.” Of course we will fot for- 
get another man named Stephen. He 
took the consequences of his deeds and 
his words, and now we call fim a 
martyr. 


On January 30th a priest came from 
another place and preached en some 
saint who would deprive the protes- 
tants of all power to resist if,they were 
attacked. Two nuns had also come 
to stir up the women. On Wednesday 
night a secret meeting was held, and 
at eleven o’clock they surrounded the 
house of the man who had been selling 
Bibles. When the doors were forced, 
this man was very calm, and said to 
his wife: “If they want to kill me I 


am ready to die for Christ; I will wait ; 


for you in heaven.” One of his friends 
came to help him, and was also taken 
off by the mob. Both men were shot at 
the edge of the village and the bodies 
terribly mutilated. Neither the head 
nor the heart of the colporteur could 
be found by faithful friends who went 
to bury the remains, and the suppo- 
sition is that they were carried off as 
trophies. Such a thing does-.not seem 
possible. All the people in the village 
who are known to be in sympathy with 
the Bible have fled from the place. Eye 
witnesses of the incident have found 
their way to the city of Mexico and 
have visited the office of the American 
Bible Society and reported the tragedy. 
The spirit of the native Christians is
